"Most of our people were back on the job 
immediately but they were doing cleanup 
work after the fire," said Galdine. 

She was referring to the tremendous job of _ 
cleaning away the sooty remains of the fire, 
not only from the physical plant, but from 
much of the.high tec equipment that was dir- 
tied by the blaze. 

"We have had special cleaning service 
men from California, as well as local plum- 
bers and electricians, working 16 hours a. 
day, Seven days a week, to get everything at 
Galdine cleaned-up," she said. 

To date, an estimate of the total damaged 
caused by the early, morning-fire or it's cause 
have not been arrived at.

Antioch residents warned aaoinst cold weather 




. With holiday temperatures 
in Antioch sinking to double 
digit below zero records, 
residents are warned- to 
protect themselves. from the 
cold weather. 

Cold weather is here and 
with it, the threat of 
hypothermia and frostbite. 

Conditions don't have to be 
sub-zero temperatures, says 
Dr. Michael Bowman, direc- 
tor of the University of 
Wisconsin Hospital 
emergency room. A skier ex- 
posed to a cold wind and rain 
on a 40 degree. day, or an 
elderly person living in a 
house heated to only 65 F can 
be at risk, says Bowman. 
Most hypothermnia cases 
develop when the tem- 
perature is between 30. F and 
-50-F— in-the-presence-of-a- 
strong wind and rain. • 

Hypothermia occurs when 
the body's core temperature 
is less than 95 F, - says 
Bowman, UW Medical 
School assistant professor of 
medicine and surgery. In a 



moderate case, warning 
signs may include shivering,- ; 
fatigue, lethargy, stiffness 
and lack of coordination. As 
the body's temperature 
drops to below 90 F, the per- 
son may become disorien- 
ted, confused and unable to 
move. If the victim is not 
warmed in time, he or she 
may lapse into a coma and: 
die. 

Shivering is the body's in- 
voluntary way to try to con- 
serve heat. But once a per- 
son's core temperature is 
below 90 F, the body's 
shivering mechanism shuts 



off and the body rapidly 

-loses heat. 

At this, point, victims 
should be' treated gently, 
says Bowman. Don't in- 
crease movement, or give 
hot liquids or alcohol to a 
person with - hypothermia. 
This will cause cold blood in 
the extremities to flow to the 
core of the body and warmer 
blood to blow to the ex- 
tremities, leading to an ad- 
ditional decrease in body 
temperature. In severe 
cases, this can cause cardiac 



arrest. 
■Protect the person- from- 
wind and precipitation. If 
you're in the wilderness, 
build a shelter. Remove wet 
clothing and insulate the vic- 
tim with warm, dry clothing, 
or the body heat of two unaf- 
fected persons. As' soon as 
possible, seek medical at- 
tention, says Bowman. 

Outdoor enthusiasts may 
risk frostbite if a limb is ex- 
posed to sub-freezing tem- 
peratures. Initially, a person 
feels cold, then pain followed 



by numbness or a tingling 
sensation. Injury^ "'fatigue 
and alcohol can mask the 
early warning signs, says 
Bowman. But it's important 
to be aware of these symp- 
toms, get to a shelter and 
warm the limb, he says. 

A frozen limb may be 
white or purplish in cotor, 
cold to the touch or as hard 
as frozen hamburger. As the 
condition progresses, ice 
crystals form in the tissues. 
•Blood flow stops and the per- 
son won't be able, to feel 



anything in the l imb or be 
able to move it. 

Don't try to treat frostbite 
by putting the affected part 
in snow, says Bowman. 
Rewarming should be do ne 
in a medical center. It's im- 
portant to avoid further in- 
jury until you can get there, 
however, Keep the limb 
stationary. 

When frostbite is \ un- 
treated, tissue dies and vic- 
tims may have to go through 
treatments similar to those 
of burn patients.

increase the distance. 

As. a supplementary exer- 
cise, jump rope to- develop 
agility and aid timing. 

THE FOLLOWING 
strengthening exercise 
should be repeated 10 to 12 
times. 

(1) Straight leg ex- 



tensions: Sit on the floor with 
Jegs straight. Keeping the 
knee straight, raise .and 
lower ' one leg without 
touching the floor. Repeat 
with the other leg. . 

(2) 90/90 w.all sitting:- With . 
back flat against the wall, 
position as if one was sitting 
in a chair, with hips and

To build cardiovascular 
endurance,. jog thr.ee to five 
times a week for 30 to 60 
minutes per session and 
cover about two to five 
miles. 

Start slowly and gradually 
increase the distance. 

As a supplementary exer- 
cise, jump rope to develop 
agility and aid timing.

should be repeated 10 to 12 
times. 

(1) Straight leg ex- 



tensions: Sit on the floor with 
legs straight.. Keeping the 
knee straight, raise and 
lower one leg without 
touching the floor.
